State Commission To Enforce 
Federal Regulations as 
to Waterfowl 




















With the closing of the 1932; 
deer season in California, bhun- 
ters are oiling up their shotguns 
preparatory to the opening of 
the duck season set for noon] 
Nov. 1. The season will close on 
Dec, 31, at sunset. 

The State Fish and Game 
Commission will enforce the reg- i 
ulations of the federal govern-,; 
ment as to waterfowl. This ap- 
plies to the opening and length 
of the season, the bag and pos- 
session limits, and the limits a 
hunter may have of certain des- 
ignated species of duck. 

The bag limit per day is 15 
ducks, and the number one may 
have in his possession at one 
time {s 80. Of the bag limit, 
a hunter cannot kill more than 
ten In the aggregate of any of 
the following: canvasback, red- 
heads, bluebills, ringnecks, spoon-
